been erected, and steam hammer, boiler 
und furnaces pluced tlieroin. Tho ham 
nier wiisi v.y.ulz in Loith, .Scotliiud, ami 
baa a ounacity of 25 lona, and can be 
regulated to strike lo a hair. The boiler 
ia (55 horse-power. Kverytbing is of the 
latest design for the work intondcd. 

lleielof ore all scraj) wrought iron ha s 
been sold in .Sun Francisco, und where 
there w u.s not time to send to lOngland, 
bar iron was purchased in thu Oolden 
City. Tho All )ion iron Worka will 
now be able to utilize all this scrap iron 
in it« new department, und convert it 
into bur iron. It will alao, in the near 
future, be in h position lo construct and 
erect iron bridgea, und il will nlso he 
pouaible to make steamer shalLs up to 
twelve inches in diameter. Up to tho 
tireaent foreigners have always supplied 
\'ictoriu Willi these classes of iron work. 
T he eye-liaiH required tor Iho C. P. II. 
bridge across the Fiuser river at the 
.Mission are now being nmdo. 

When a roprtsenlalive of The Coi,- 
oNi,sT culled yeaterduy, the workmen 
were busily engaged. The scrui» of 
iron are placed on pieoea of Ixiard, 
termed "shingles," to the weight of 150 
pounds. A number of these are placed 
in the furnace and heated to a melting 
point, which occurs in about 45 minutes, 
ll ia then taken and phiccd on tho sbase 
of tho steam hammer. The latter is 
then Bot in motion, and, guided by one 
man, hainmers out the melting metal 
into ingots about two und a half feet 
long, which are cut in two by the ham. 
iner and placed outside to cool. These 
ingots are again heated and iiHiiioned 
into bar ii-on, or any shape reijiiired for 
work. The chamber in which tha 
iron is pluced is heated from a furnace 
adjoining, the heat passing over a" 
1,'ridge into theciiambur and from thence 
to the boiler furnace for making steam,

An impot taut turf case was deciilcd 
in Kngland a few weeks ago. It wus 
that between Sir George Chetwyiitl and 
Loiird Durham. So important was this 
case that tho dooision arrived at by the 
.Stewards ot tho .Jockey Club was made 
the subject of a leading article in the 
Times. It is rather dilUcult f"..ir a iia- 
tivo of Canada to uudorBtan^lloW it is 
that so much importance is attached to 
horse-racing, and overythiiig coiiiieclod 
with it,'by people of all ranks and eoii- 
ditions in Kngland. Iv.i.'iy one in that 
couiUry, from the P'-i-a'c of Wales to 
the London costern'.mger, takes a lively 
ititoiost in horse Taoing. And the great 
races are called par excellence the 
■•events" of the season. In Canada com 
parativoly few pay any attention to 
horse-racing. In tho Kast less interest 
is taken in that kind of sport than in 
lacros.se, and in tho West baseball to the 
nuiltitude is far more absorbing, .\nioiig 
Canadians horso-raoing is not regar. 
od as the most reputable of divi; 
sions, and, as a rule, tlio men who d 
vole any consideiahle portion of tlu-ir 
tiioc and allentinn lo it ale 
mil looKeii upon as the iimst 
,-.sein|:laiy pi-(i|)le ill tlie coiiiliiuiiil y. 
Il would appear that even in Kngland 
where "tho turf" engages so large a 
share of public attention, racing mon, 
unless tliey are very rich, are apt to be 
looked upon witii suspicion. The dan- 
gers of tho race ciiuise are iii.iny and 
gri'al, and few of I hose wliofi ciiueiil it es- 
cape uninjured in either reputation or 
pocket. The Times iu tho article allui' 
ed to docs much to deepen this imprfs 
sioii. It .says: "lint ineii of iiiiliiiiiislie<l 
hi;iioi \>iU alway.i rciiiaiii it i-oiiiparat - 
ively small portion of what is eollei-l- 
ively called ••the tiuf," and is le.illy 
.)iily an aggregation of men stiuggling 
to outwit one another. Kvon among ita 
brightest luminaries the code of honor 
is not toi> strictly deflued." 

The case of Clietwyiid v. Lord Dui - 
liam, makes this pretty ilear.
